Lower Speed Limit On 
Highway 42 Is Sought 
By Traffic Committee 

A survey to determine wheth- 
er the 60-mile-an-hour speed lim- 
it on U.S. 42 from a point near 
the Louisville city limits to its 
intersection with Old Brownsboro 
Road at Rudy Lane will be asked 
of the State Highway Depart- 
ment. 

The study was recommended 
by the Jefferson County Traffic 
Advisory Committee Tuesday aft- 
er receipt of a letter from J. B. 
Buren, Indian Ridge Subdivision, 
protesting the high rate of speed 
in the rapidly growing area. A 
maximum speed of 45 miles is 
permitted along the highway for 
a few blocks near the Louisville 
boundary. 

Committee members also rec- 
ommended to County Judge 
Bertram Van Arsdale that the 50- 
mile limit on the following roads 
be cut to 35: 

Middletown cutoff of U.S. 60, 
Old Henry Road from Evergreen 
Road to English Station Road, 
Fairdale Road from Mt. Holly 
Road to National Turnpike, Man- 
slick Road from Preston High- 
way to a point .05 mile east of 
Smyrna Road, Maple Road from 
Manslick Road to Cooper Chapel 
Road, Cooper Chapel Road from 
Price Lane to a point a half mile 
of Maple Road, South Park 
Road from National Turnpike to 
Preston Highway, Lake Dream- 
land Road from Camp Ground 
Road to Lake Dreamland, and 
Camp Ground Road from Cane 
Run Road to Lee's Lane.

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CALL TO REVAMP OUR FOREIGN POLICY 

Senator Knowland, as minority leader among his col- 
leagues in the Senate, has on some occasions differed with 
Administration leaders in the realm of foreign policy. He 
still stands, however, respected and honored by his associ- 
ates of both parties. 

In a recent speech he referred to the nation's foreign 
policy as being too important a matter to be left to gov- 
ernment alone, concerning 165 million Americans. Point- 
ing to the tremendous gains made by communism since 
1945, he observed that at that time there were less than 
200 million people behind the iron curtain. Now there 
are 900 million. Said he, "their totalitarian rulers are united 
in the common objective of making a communist world." 

While no enemy of the collective security idea— find- 
ing it necessary in the present state of the world— he be- 
lieves the faults and failures have been great. One ex- 
ample is cited in the Korean War, when only 17 of the 
then 60 United Nations members supplied armed forces 
to resist the aggression. It was left to Uncle Sam to sup- 
ply 90 per cent of those forces and 95 per cent of the other 
needed resources. Since World War II this country has 
carried a world's burden of economy through our grants 
and loans to other countries in the staggering sum of over 
$52 billion. 

Senator Knowland is one who has no faith in the soft 
talk coming out of Russia from the Communist loaders. 
Such as from Khrushchev: "Anybody who takes our smile 
for withdrawal from the teachings of Karl Marx or Lenin 
is making a mistake." Mr. Knowland is not making that 
mistake. 

Thus, at this point, the Senator asks: "Can our econ- 
omic system survive prolonged burdens of building a sys- 
tem of collective security and a system of naturalism at 
one and the same time? If the neutralists are to receive 
the benefits ami have none of the responsibilities of those 
in the collective defense system, will not that act as an 
incentive plan to build up the fence sitters?" 

The various states are entitled to the kinds of govern- 
ment and economy they want. But realistically Senator 
Knowland sees this country's resources as not unlimited. 
He believes too that "we would command more respect 
Irom our allies, from the neutrals and from our potential 
enemies if we insisted on a fair quid pro quo for agree- 
ments entered into. We should stress the point that an 
alliance is of little value unless the other party has as 
much obligation to come to our defense in case of attack 
as we have to go tn theirs."

One of the key strategies in

Yesterday's miracles may even 
be discouraging, just because they 
are yesterday's. The Resurrection 
of Christ is not in a class with any 
other miracle. For the early Chris- 
tians it was THE event of history. 
The Opened Eye 

It is no accident that the church 
says and sings, "Christ is risen" 
more often than "Christ rose." 
The Resurrection is a kind of con- 
temporary miracle. It has many 
meanings, but consider three of 
them, in the lives of the plain peo- 
ple who first experienced the truth 
of It. Remember, the Resurrection 
was nothing they had been look- 
ing for, nothing they had the wit 
to invent. It came as a shock, it 
upset all their ideas, it remade 
their world. First of aU and in- 
cluding everything else, the Res- 
urrection means the presence, 
here and today not less than there 
in the dawn of Christian time, the 
presence of the living Christ, the 
present companion of all who love 
him. First of all, his presence 
there in Emmaus and indeed on 
the road across the hills, meant 
the opened eye. With him for 
guide, the man Cleopas and his 
friend saw things in the Scriptures 
they had never seen before. The 
Scriptures, like a closed gate, 
opened to their inward eye. Then 
in the supper-room as the bread 
was broken, again their eyes were 
opened, and they knew him. So 
the risen Christ today and always 
opens the eyes of men; inspired 
by him, we understand God's 



The Burning Heart 

The second thing the disciples 
felt was a burning heart. John 
Calvin invented a coat of arms 
for himself, showing an out- 
stretched hand and a burning 
heart, offered to God. It might 
serve as the coat of arms for all 
who have felt the presence of the 
living risen Christ. Two young 
men were arguing about the Res- 
urrection, and they were greatly 
puzzled about it. They asked a 
much older man what were his 
reasons for believing it to be true. 
"Why," the old man said, "I just 
talked with Him this morning!" 
Life gains a warmth, a flame, 
from contact with Christ as from 
no other contact possible. Jesus 
ai a historical character excites 
our curiosity, our imagination. 
Christ as a problem in theology 
excites us to think.

In the 
most unlikely places, there are 
Christians. You will find that those 
churches in far places were start- 
ed there by men and women who 
believed in and knew the risen 
Christ. If there is a church which 
calls itself "Christian" but does 
not believe in the Resurrection, Its 
Christ is as dead as any other by- 
gone hero. Such a church will not 
send many missionaries. A dead 
Christ hurries no man's footsteps, 
eases no man's burden, lights no 
man's hour of sorrow. Only the 
living Christ kindles the burning 
heart, opens the blind eyes, sets 
men's feet upon a rock, and sends 
them out, like the first Christians, 
to challenge a world in his name. 
The feet of the two men hastening 
from Emmaus were but the first 
of billions, eager with God's good

Farmers' Share Oi Food Dollar 
Cited By Farm Bureau Official 



The farmers' share of each dol- 
lar consumers spend for food is 
.being stressed in speaking en- 
gagements by J. E. Stanford, di- 
rector of public relations of the 
Kentucky Farm Bureau. 

"Last year the farmer received 
only 40 cents out of each dollar 
spent for food, whereas he was 
getting 53 cents out of each dol- 
lar in 1945,'' said Stanford in a 
speech to the Glasgow Lions Club. 
The meeting was only one of 
many where he la pointing out 
that farmers' share of the food 
dollar has dropped, while the 
cost of marketing services has 
increased tremendously. 

"Farmers' income has declined 
about 34', suae HI47, while farm 
production costs have climbed 



about 20 per cent during the 
same period," said Stanford. He 
said lhat the farmers' share of 
the national income has shrunk 
to about five and one-half per
